BOOKS OVERDUE 
FOR 180 YEARS

NEWPORT, R. I. HOT — Red­ 
wood L ibrary just never gives up. 


It s still looking for about 275 
books — m issing since 1779. ex­ 
actly ISO y ea rs ago. 


AND WHO F.I.SE tm t British 
Army officers could have swiped 
them? 
"Alter all. says Donald T. Gibbs, 
who runa 
w hat is the 
nation's 
oldest library to be located in its 
original 
building, 
"th e 
British 
used the library for an officers 
club when they occupied Newport 
during the revolution 
"Maybe 
wo r e 
just 
making 
scapegoats out of them . But the 
fact is th a t when they loft . . . 
well, you fig u re It out.'* 


SEVERAL YEARS ago stock­ 
holders of tthe library — Redwood 
is privately-owned with som e 900 
borrowers of m ore th an 115.000 
volumes— authorited a search 
to 
find and retu rn all its missing 
books, about 575 in all. 
"W e’ve recovered about 300 of 
the books.’’ says Gibbs, 
but we 
doubt that any of these ever was 
in the possession of B ritish sold­ 
iers. Chances are those have eith­ 
er been destroyed or are lying 
buried in 
some attic or cellar 
somewhere " 


GIBBS SAID THAT the library 
will settle for books 
from the 
sam e editions as those th a t are 
missing. 
"All we war.t to do is restore the 


original library of 1 300 volum es 
that was established m 1747. We 
aren 't too hopeful of getting the 
very sam e ones, but we try ." 


GIBBS SAID THAT m ost of the 
books believed to have been c a rt­ 
ed off by th e Redcoats wiere "gen­ 
eral in nature — philosophy, his­ 
tory*, things like that.” He said 
that chances are a good num ber 
of them never got to M erry Olde 
England since the British evacu­ 
ated Newport only to surrender 
at Yorktown. 
The list from the original cat­ 
alogue has been turned over to a 
London bookm aker who travels all 
over, hunting and picking. "And 
every so often, w e get one from 
him . But so far. none have been 
from the origina! colection. And 
you can be sure w e'd be able to 
tell if one did turn up." 


GIBBS SAID TH E cost of get 
ting the books back has been rel­ 
atively sm all. The highest prtce 
paid for one of the volum es was 
about 170. 
Have they tried looking in the 
Redwood L ibrary for any of the 
m issing books? 
"Of course, says Gibba, "that's 
the first place we looked. No luck 
there . . . but every so often we 
check som e 
particularly 
d a r k 
corner of a shelf."

The Desert Sun is an independent newspaper dedicated to truth, accuracy and 
impartiality In the oews; to the progres* ©t the deser region: to tha support of 
that which It believes to be right and to the deteat of that which It believes wrong 
Florida Claims Title 


Although the count Is still incomplete, 
Florida is already claiming to be the 
fastest growing state in the Union. Lat­ 
est estimates, with all but a few coun­ 
ties announced, is 4,867,000. At the pres­ 
ent rate of growth, the Miami Herald 
estimates that the population will reach 
5,000.000 by the end of this year. The 
state had a mere 34.000 when the count 
was first taken in 1830. 
The Miami-Miami Beach area (Dade 
County), has one-fifth of the state's 
total with about 918,000, while the Gold 
Coast strip from Miami to Palm Beach 
will run close to 1,500,000. 
Over on the West Coast the Tampa- 
St. Petersburg!! has been a fast-grow­ 
ing section and will show a census count 
of about 812,000. Jacksonville lost some* 
from the 1950 census but the county 
(Duval) showed a big increase for a 
450.000 total. 
All of the activity at Cape Canaveral 
(Brevard County) accounts for an in­ 
crease in population from 23.650 to 
110.000 in the last ten years—most of 
it in the past three years. The big Air 
Force Base at Pensacola has boosted 
the count in that section over 50 per 
cent since 1950 for a total of around 
173,000. Five counties in Florida have 
lost in population In the last decade. 
While these growth figures look good, 
and the state seems certain to continue 
to grow, the big resort aiy-a of Miami 
Beach has not been doing so well. Sev­ 
eral of the big, plush hotels admit be­ 
ing in trouble. They don’t seem to be 
getting the lavish spenders that they 


did a few years ago. 
Rates at many 
hotels are down accordingly. With huge 
loans against most of the newer estab­ 
lishments, several are bankrupt. 
Summer business is still good, how­ 
ever. The Gold Coast resorts have been 
working up "package" vacation deals 
with big success. In Ft. Lauderdale they 
are predicting a 25 per cent increase in 
business this summer—largely as a re­ 
sult of these package deals, and its new 
airport. 
Palm Springs will benefit a great deal 
this summer with this same sort of pack­ 
age vacation arrangement that is made 
through the cooperation of hotels and 
transportation companies. It can be 
made to grow in popularity year by 
year. 
•* 
There is no doubt that summer busi­ 
ness can be increased a great deal in 
the Palm Springs area. It takes promo­ 
tion and a willingness to stick it out 
while patronage may be slow for the 
first two or three summers. The Palm 
Springs Biltmore is a good example. 
Sam Levin decided a long time ago that 
he was going after summer business. It 
was pretty slow for a few years, but the 
Biltmore now does just about as well 
in summer as winter. Which proves it 
can be done. 
The Palm Springs Riviera, Ocotillo 
Lodge, Waterfall Hotel, and Howard 
Manor are also prominent supporters 
of summer promotion. With backers 
like these, it will not be too many years 
before the objectionable seasonal tag 
will have disappeared for good. 


Cut the Comedy 


WASHINGTON. D. C. - Much

IN DEE TIME we were In the 
office of the VIP. who took that 
moment to receive a delegation 
of school girls They were duty 
given autographs and blessings 
both by the VIP and his Holly­ 
wood guest When the girls de­ 
parted. barely above the swoon 
stage with the wonderment of it 
all. the VIP said to the actor: 
"T hat's one thing about our 
professions — there s never any 
rest from the public." 


I K EEP THE story anonymous 
because I w as not present to re­ 
port this scene, but the mean­ 
ing of it has not left me. 
An 
American statesman and a soap 
opera actor — such similarity 
between their professions! 
Al­ 
ways in character 
- always at 
the m ercy of celebrity hounds 
end autograph seekers— always 
displaying the public image! 
Well, 
doesn’. 
the scene tell 


what's 
wrong 
with 
American 
statesmanship’ 
We have alli­ 
ance? with 40 nations, we have 
a gross national product of near­ 
ly half a trillion dollars, we have 
in hand — and hanging over­ 
head — the weapon that could 
destroy Western Civilisation. 
* 


AND DO THESE dire facts 
send our statesmen to the chap­ 
el and the den for contempla­ 
tion. or to the council chamber 
for torturous sessions with their 
ministers and generals, or be­ 
fore the American people with 
solemn and incessant reports up­ 
on stewardships? 
Of course ntj. The Vice Presi­ 
dent went 
to South 
America 
with his wife a while back and 
he tried to practice diplomacy 
of the bright smile, friendly chat 
and earnest handshake. Although 
disastrous, this visit was a kind 
with a more "successful" one 
in which Nixon disputed with 
Khrushchev before cameras at 
the 
Moscow fair 
Neither got 
above the level of imbeeijfty. 


NOR IS THERE essential dif­ 
ference between the Nixon trips 
and the President’s journey down 
the 
Oriental 
boulevards 
with 
their rubber necking multitudes. 
1 hope I am saying what I mean 
—which is that there is no sign­ 
ificance whatever in the reac­ 
tion to Mr. Eisenhower of these 
Far East rabbles. They are ?o 
volatde that their emotions are 
as worthless as the screeching 
ot Nubians over Frank Sinatra 
or Jerry Lewis. 
The President and Vioe Presi­ 
dent ought to be ashamed to 
submit them selves to the verdict 


of the riff-raff. And we Ameri­ 
cans ought to kick ourselves reg­ 
ularly for condoning it. As for 
confusing it with statecraft, that 
is inexcusable. It may be. when 
the final count is in. also an 
unforgivable rn as a betrayal 
of self-government. 


SOME Wil l SAT that noth­ 
ing can be done about it — it’s 
too late! But this is the counsel 
of defeatism and complicity with 
folly. The press of this country, 
at least its serious-minded and 
responsible segment, could take 
the curse off these Caesarean 
performance? by refusing them 
any more respect than is due 
them. 
As an item of people-make- 
news, the appearance of Amer­ 
ican VIP's in exotic climates 
command some notice in print. 
But they don’t command, or de­ 
serve. anything that approaches 
solemnity or the assumption of 
significance. 


THE IDEA THAT the famous 
Eisenhower grin, or V-aUkude, 
is going to promote peace, ce­ 
m ent alliances, defy enemies and 
bring justice and liberty to the 
oppressed is not merely absurd, 
it is a dangerous if not a lunatic 
fallacy on the part of anybody 
who gives it home in his thoughts 
speech or writings. 
We should work up a true re­ 
vulsion for the straight - faced 
burlesque that has usurped the 
place of serious politics: It Is 
not too late to demand that our 
Presidents and Presidential can­ 
didates stop acting like actors. 
This is no play, no ’ game" — 
this is the battle itself 
—Holmes Alesander
